In consequence of the scarcity of 
supplies of scrap lroninthe United 
States, no supplies of American 
scrap are available for export. The 
requirements of imported scrap by 
participating countries are about 
3,000,000 tons yearly. 


The report urges a prompt inves- 
tigation of the possibility of buying 
substantial quantities of scrap jn tho 
Sovict Zones of Germany and Austria, 
either for hard currency or in ex- 
change for machinery. 


The report envisages that European 
countries may buy quantities of 
finished stecl in the United Stntes 
to meet the deficiency of scrap.
